A week bef ore I flew Lu Cuba 1 
begnn Ui dream nbouf my father. 
Vot soveral nights he appeared in 
a pose 1 recognbted but coutd nnt 
place: Standing by the side of & 
road in front of a filling slnlion. 
his hut in his hands, watching me 
as I mnvèd farther and farther 
away from him, 

lt was not unusuol for me to 
dream aboul my father. He died 
in the winter of 1973, but my 
dreïims of him earlier were sokly 
about an absence of something I 
observed, sométimes, in his eyes. 

My father, neor Kis death, was 
ogaunt, coffce-cotored man. with 
a fine large nose and immense 
durk and intelIrgenL eyea. All hi» 
life he worked for other people 
doing rough, unpleasant labor 
that forced him (along with ei wife 
and eight childrenl to subsist on 
as little as ^30ö u year. 

My father was then a poor 
man, esploited by the rural 
middle-class rich, like millions of 
peas&ut Inborers the world over. 
But as a child I was not aw'are of 
uny ethers. I thought it w&s my 
father's ow-n peculiar fading thst 
we were poor. 

My excitement over going 
finsdly to Cuba dïd rot divert my 
interest from the new dream I 
was ha ving of my father, Ëvery 
night it came: Him at the side of a 
Georgia highwny, large eyes fuU 
of — what? Me moving farther 
and farther away . 

I thought of my faiher's face as 
I boarded o Cubana nirplane in 
Mexico City, and ngain when 3 
was escorted off the unmoved 
plane, and it and my luggagt- 
were thoroughly neorched by 
Cuban flighl personnel. Three 
weeks before my trip, a Cuban 
airlinrr carrymg 73 passengere 
was blown up over the Caribbean, 
the Central Intclligence Agency 
held responsible by the Cu bons.

elections. 

Under Measure ö, any tenant 
or landlord who feels that the rent 
in his. her apartment is unfair can 
petitión the board for an odjust- 
menl, The board or desigmued 
hearing officer will conduct an 
open. hearing to determinc what. 
if any. adjuslment shall he made. 
The board will give adequate 
notice to both porties and may 
require pertinent books. papers, 
and records to be fïled, The 
landlord must file the biest code 
inspectiën report on the condition 
of the unit, The board shall 
conduct or request a new inspec¬ 
tiën if it finds good evidence that 
the report is nol currently accu¬ 
rate, 

AH parlies are entitled to have 


asssstance at hearings. The board 
may consolidale hearings for 
units in the same building or 
units represented by a recognired 
tenants union, under ceriain 
circumstances. 

Jn making adjustmenis the 
board must consider all relevant 
factors including changes in 
property tases and qperating and 
maintenance expeoses. capita! 
improvements, changes in living

(Raleigh, H.C.) - Inmates in 
North CaroUna prisons are fac- 
ïng the most overcrowded condi- 
tions found anyivhere in the 
nalion s penal institutions. The 
state s prisons, most of them 
urchaic, fiïthy and crumbling, 
have 1^,369 prisonera in fodlt- 
tïes built for 10,980. The rapid 
gTowth of inmates being sent to 
prisun bas givén Horth Curolina 
thé big hes L per capita prison 
populatien in the country. The 
state'? prison environment is so 
bruin! Lhal guards are fearful nf 
entering overcrowded dormi^ 
tories after the nightly loekup. 
The crisis is so severe that 
Superior Cmirt Judge James 
Batley staled, "'Fve obout gone 
out of the business of sending 
any young folks to prison if I can 
possiblyavoid it. anditsbecause 
of ihe condittons there," A 
report on the status of North 
CaroJinas prisons by the sta te s 
Department of Corrections ad- 
miltéd thnt the pena! System is 
"si 'powder keg' rdady tn 
explode at onytime." 

Replace Dallas Jail 

{Dallas, Texas) - A retired 
prison expert herc has ndvised 
ïi fedt’ral court ihat Lhe I l-year- 
nld Dallas County Jail ha^ the 
"worst imaginatie design" and 
shuuld be repluced. Chsirles 
Campbell, acüng as a special jail 
master, told Judge Samh T. 
Hughes last week that even 
remodeling the exieting jail 
would nut sufficïently improve 
the conditions. His report was 
part of a final court order 
handed down in 1974 that 
affïrmed a 1972 deciston by 
Hughes ordering Dallas County 
to improve the jail. The jail, 
designed to hnld 1.2U0 inmates, 
now briuses 1,750 and has serf-

tionnaires they seem lo have a 
preconceived idea nT whut an 
'’adjusied' ' human being is. Any 
dgviation frorn this mold is a 
ihreal to ihem, 

DuHng this testing, the author- 
itjea puzzled over where to pui 
me, There was much speculation 
in the prison abeul that, and 
ihrough the grapevine I heard 
that they had somt' irouble 
deciding. They wantod, above uil, 
an ïsolaLed prison, but because of 
the public atlention my case had 
receivedn they also wanted one 
that would be viewed in o 
favorable lighti a kind af show- 
place for visitors Thai way they 
cnuJd keep up the charade that 
penitontiaries ure rehabditalion 
centers rat har than coucenlration 
carrtps. 

The jidministralion al Vacaville 
even went through the motions of 
nsking my preference, although 
they had nol the slightest inlen- 
ti,in of iillowing nu' to chooae, I 


gave San Quentin as my firsl 
preferente, with Folsom and 
Soledad nest in order. These 
Ihree afforded relalively easy 
eomnniniculion w r ith the outside. 
As far as 1 urn concerned. all 
prisons are concentralion camps. 
One is little beller or worse than 
another, 

PREFEKKNCES 

Mv preferences w p ere sirictly 
based on the possibility of 
contact. San Quentin ia close to 
home, oniy o thirty-minute drive 
from Oakland. and even less from

San Franusco: ihere my family 
and atlomeys would be able to 
visit me fairly easily I also had 
friends in San Quentin who could 
keep me in touch with my 
attorneys. my family. and wdth 
the media? Folsom came second 
for protty much the same rea- 
sons: il was Only about eighty 
miles from the Bay Area. f knew 
30 me people there. and the 
commuting would unt be too bad 
for my family. Soledad was Lhe 
farthest away of thee threo 
prisons—approximfllely h 165 


miles south of Öakiand on 
Highway 103 —and therefore the 
least desirabEe. 

As ït turned ouï r 1 did nol go to 
any of them. T was laken by 
surprise when. after on!y iwenty- 
five daya at Vac&viOe - 1 was 
expecting io atny the usua! sixty 

— 1 received a slip saying t w ould 
be leaving wilhin twenty-foiir 
hours for the Califomia Men s 
Colony. Kast Facility. in San buis 
Obispo, This time 1 tTaveled en a 
bus with ether prisoners, N'Ot that 
ïhe prison officia is had stopped 
trenting me in a special way. 

For every prison bus a list is 
prepared of the prisoners who 
wilt be taking it and where they 
will be going The bus I rode had 
everybüdy's name on the trons- 
portation list but mine. Et came 
from Folsom. pïeked us up, and 
went on to San Quentin and 
then to another jaii in San José. 
From San José we went to 
Soledad, where ï 5pent the 
nighl in i sol ai ion. Brother George 
Jackson was near. but I never saw 
hïm. The friendly mmotes on the 
bus gave me a rundown on ‘he 
situation at the Fenal Colony, so l 
w as somew hat preparod when w p e 
orrived. Although called a Men’s 
Colony by the authorities, San 
Luis Óbispo ïnmales know f it as 
the Californ ia Pena! Colony. 
w'hich sums up what it is all about
